Rebate Cases.
)¦ (By Associated Press.)
..CHICAGO, July 2.~John' Fnlthon and
Fied A. AVann, former officials of the
'Chicago and Alton. Railroad, were placed
on trial to-day In the United States Dis¬
trict Court on tho charge of granting
Illegal rebates to the Schwarzchlld &
Bulsburger Packing. Company,'.of,this city,
tfhc court whs Informed that the counsel
In the case had agreed upon tho facts
covered In the first eight counts of tho
Indictments, and that only a small amount
of evidence will be necessary under tho
remaining two counts. Tho Indictments
charge the defendants with granting a

rebate of $1 on every car of meat shipped
from its plant in Kansas City. Tho de»
fendants claim that the money was palt},
for another purpose. The last two counts
of the Indictment charge that the em¬

ployes of the packing company, wero car¬

ried by the railroad free of charge,¦ bo-
cause after purchasing tickets In the
regular way, they would bo given receipts
and later the amount would be returned
by tho railroad to Schwarzschlld & Sulz-
burger, and that this constituted a re¬

bate.

anese In the Buttlo of.Japan Sea, were

published*'yesterday, '-

Tho sailor-testimony .indicates that the
Admiral's, party boarded the Bedovy-with
the full Intentldu of; surrendeilng to the
first Japanese ship they should encoun¬
ter.' Their first act was to order a

white flag prepared.
Admiral Rojestvensky's staff and tho

commander of the Bedovy make, a

pitiable exhibition in trying to shift the
responsibility for tho surrender on each
other.
Rojestvensky, himself, though he says

he- was dazed and out of his head all
tho time, enters a manly plea of guilty,
because he took no measure to prevent
tho surrender.

made to him by Bedford,
From him Mr. Oarvan «aid bo learned

that Thaw was not addicted to any
drug. Bedford declared that ho had not
acted as the "go-between" for White to
got notes to Mrs. Thaw. j»e had seen
no notes passed, he alleged. The Thaws,
ho said, nover quarroied. As to the
revolver, tho valet supplemented his pre-
vious statement that ,Thaw had carried
a rovolver. for three of four months
by stating that Thaw had carried
a weapon for about two years. In.con¬
nection with the European trip of Thaw
and Miss Nesbit, he-said that he had
accompanied Thaw,' and that Thaw and
Miss NcBblt had occupied adjoining, con¬

necting rooms. The onty marriage he
had heard or, he said, was tho one that
had taken place at PUtsburg. Mr.
White, he said; had never called upon
Mrs. Thaw to;-hi« knowledge.

Offering Evidence.
Mr. Garvnin examined to-day P. -I».

.Bergoff, a' prlvnta detective, who, says
that for many months ho wfts employed,
with three assistants, by White to guard
him and to keep watch on a corps of de¬
tectives employed by Thaw. Three de¬
tectives employed hy Thaw to watch
White for about six months were alrp
examined. They were J, W, Rorko, Wil¬
liam McDonald and Harry Raleigh«. They,
according to tho assistant district attor¬

ney, had boon instructed by Thaw \o
follow White to a steamship pier and to

engage men to pick quarrels with hi» at
the pier, In order to annoy the architect.
Former Judge Olcott; of counsel for

Thaw, spent nearly the entire afternoon
in the. prison in consultation with hi"
client. Much of tho time was Spent going
over letters which have been received bv
Thaw slnco his imprisonment. HI« mail
Is increasing in sitze dally, and. many of
tho writers declaró themselves ready ,to
disclose certain Information concerning
Thaw's victim, which thoy think may
bo of use to -tho defense,. More than
half a hundred letters-were received by
tho. prisoner to-dayi and fully half of
these wore deemed to bo of sufficient Im¬
portance to demand consideration by his
counsel.

Deceived by Detectives.
Had-the reports of tho detectives who'

took Harry- Thaw's money f«jr trailing
Stanford Wh Ito gon'e to Thaw, undoctorcd
and unchanged, tho murder would not
havo taken place. It Is now alleged. Thaw
would-have had inhl- possession abun¬
dant proof, it Is said, of White's method
of life. With that proof at hand, It Is
claimed, ho could have punished his en¬

emy In the courts «.or driven him out of
the community. He Would novor hnvo
resorted to the pistol. '

This is tho declaration pf I. W. Rork,
head of «the squad of private detectives
who for months spied on White as tho
hired agents of Harry Thaw.'

'I know that had the'facts been re¬
vealed Whlto wotlld have boon driven
from socioty," declares Rork.

Thaw Takes Exercise.
For the first timo.since his imprison¬

ment, a week ago, Thaw was permitted
to oxerclsQ in the open air to-day. With
about fifty other prisoners he was taken
to the co,)rt-yard of tho prison and to«
gethor they walked around the elliptical
track, around the sides of the yard. The
west sido was shady and (he east side
sunny. Vítor two laps, Thaw.found the
sun too hot,
It Is likely that Thaw's request was

not so much duo to fatigue or disinclina¬
tion to stay in the sun as to the fact
that the'windows of several skyscrapers
around the prison wore filled with peopl.
armed with fleld-glossos. who wore
watching the walking prisoners. When
ho got |nto the shnde of the wall ho could
not be seen by these curious ones.
